T hey’ll always have Cannes. 
Multiple sources reveal that 
Charlize Theron split from 
Sean Penn shortly after 
the pair’s trip to the French 
city’s famed film festival in May. “It 
ended abruptly,” an insider says of the 
Oscar-winning actress, 39, who started 
a dating her longtime friend in January 
I 2014 and quietly accepted his proposal 
5 later that year. “If you get on her bad 
I side, she finds it hard to forgive.” And 
i sources say the duo are unlikely to go 


back to being pals. “He already got the 
ring back,” says a Penn source. Adds 
the insider, “It wasn’t amicable.” 

MAD LOVE In fact, much of their re- 
lationship was less than harmonious. 
Despite their happy family facade — 
Penn, 54, was often spotted playing 
with Theron’s 3-year-old son, Jackson, 
and gushed about quiet nights in 
watching The Bachelorette — theiv 
17-month romance “was very volatile,” 
says a source. “They both have intense 
personalities and are control freaks.” 


That meant the pair, who worked 
together (he directed her in the drama 
The Last Fae^ and lived together (in 
Theron’s Hollywood home), were often 
at odds. Says an insider: “He’s a tough 
person, and she’s no picnic either.” 

A Penn pal says their separation has 
led to more drama. “As far as I know, 
Charlize won’t talk to him,” says the 
pal, adding that the dad of two is now 
bunking back at his Malibu pad. “She 
just cut it off.” Echoes the insider, 
“They’re absolutely done.”

“Family for life.”) Odom’s relation- 
ship with Sangouthai, a groomsman 
at his 2009 wedding, was rockier. 
Former power forward Odom 
blamed his childhood pal — he 
famously appeared in the 2013 viral 
video of Odom rapping about cheat- 
ing on Kardashian — for getting 
him hooked on drugs. “Lamar has 
said Jamie ruined his life,” says the 
Kardashian source, adding that he 
cut off contact a year ago. 

Now he feels guilty for turning his 
back on a friend. “Lamar is sad that 


K hloe Kardashian was too sad 
for the happiest place on earth. 
While the family gathered 
to celebrate her niece North 
West’s second birthday at Disneyland 
in Anaheim, California, June 15, 
Auntie Koko begged off Just a day 
earlier, Jamie Sangouthai — the 
ex-best friend of her estranged 
husband, Lamar Odom — had 
died from an infection caused by 
intravenous drug use. The sudden 
passing of the 37-year-old, who had 
often crashed at the couple’s home in 
L.A.’s Tarzana, left her in no mood to 


party. Confirms a Kardashian 
source, “Khloe was upset 
about Jamie.” 

She was also worried about 
Odom. In the wake of the 
tragedy, multiple sources con- 
firm, the reality star, 31, has 
been in near- constant contact 
with the former NBA pro, 
whose own drug use torpedoed 
their marriage after four years in 
2013. “Khloe calls almost every 
hour to check in on him,” says an 
Odom source. “He’s taking it pretty 
bad.” Frightened that Odom, lately 
a fixture on the Las Vegas party 
scene, would “spiral out of control,” 
according to a Kardashian insider, 
she and mom Kris Jenner urged 
the 35-year-old to return to L.A. 
Compounding Kardashian’s fears: 
On June 20, another Odom friend, 
TV producer Bobby Heyward, died 
of a likely drug overdose at 30. Says 
the Kardashian source, “Khloe 
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he never ealled Jamie before 
he died,” says the source. Enter 
Khloe: “They talk all day long,” says 
the Odom source. She may even 
go the extra mile (or, rather, 2,800 
miles) when Odom heads to NYC 
for Sangouthai’s funeral. “He plans 
to attend,” says the source. 

“And Khloe may go with him.”

Friends of the exes say it’s too soon to 
tell if tragedy will reunite them per- 
manently. Not that they’re actually 
divorced: Odom never responded to 
Kardashian’s December 2013 filing, 
and because she has yet to request 
default judgment, in April a judge 
threatened to dismiss the petition 
entirely. (Kardashian would then 
have to refile if she wanted to pursue 
the divorce, Loyola Law School, 

L.A., professor Jessica Levinson 
tells tA.) “They could always get 
back together, and a big part of her 
wants to,” says the source. “But right 
now Lamar is in such bad shape that 
her focus is on that.” US
